In the 2017-18 school year, 20 percent of public schools required that students wear uniforms.

In 201718, a greater percentage of primary schools than of middle schools required students to wear uniforms (23 vs. 18 percent), and both percentages
were greater than the percentage of high schools requiring uniforms (10 percent). A greater percentage of public schools in cities than of those in suburban
areas, towns, and rural areas reported in 2017-158 that they required students to wear uniforms. A greater percentage of schools where 76 percent or more of
the students were eligible for free or reduced-price lunch (FRPL) than of schools where lower percentages of the students were eligible reported that they
required school uniforms.
